Camera!!

Do  you  often  find  yourself  with  work 
that  needs  to  be  duplicated  and  the 
deadline  was  yesterday?  Why,  of  course 
you  have.  Well,  the  staff  of  Copy  Cat 
Duplicating  have  come  up  with  an  idea 
that  will  help  you  meet  these  deadlines. 
It’s  called  “Provide  Camera-Ready 
Originals”  and  here’s  all  you  have  to 
do.  Before  submitting  your  work  for 
duplicating,  make  sure  your  originals 
are  “Camera  Ready”.

Otherwise  we  have  to  go 
through  your  work  and  make  copies  of 
all  unfit  originals  before  your  work  is 
started.  This  delays  the  start  and  costs 
you  money  (a  dime  a  copy). 

I  know  you’re  probably  saying  that  it 
can’t  take  that  long  to  make  a  couple  of 
copies  as  necessary,  however,  you  must 
keep  in  mind  that  this  procedure  is 
done  for  everybody’s  work. 

So  remember,  the  next  time  you’re  faced 
with  that  impossible  deadline,  take  the 
extra  minute  to  ensure  your  work  is 
“Camera  Ready”;  it  saves  time  in  the 
long  run.
